1 . The replacement drawings were received on August 25, 2008. These drawings 
are considered and entered. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
fails to disclose or render obvious the claimed combination including: a water feature 
having a vessel containing water, an electrically powered submersible pump, a solar 
panel disposed within the water vessel and beneath the water level, the solar panel 
assembly separating the vessel into an upper water containing portion and a lower 
water containing portion; the water pump is mounted to the lower side of the solar panel 
assembly so as to be positioned in the lower water containing portion of 

the vessel; and apertures defined by the solar panel assembly communicate water in 
the upper water containing portion of the vessel with water in the lower water containing 
portion of the vessel
